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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 21-41 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to anticipate or rendered obvious the process/steps of 
""providing access to said first selected data portion stored in said storage via said first 
carrousel object after said notification is sent, thereby allowing said requester to access 
said fist selected data portion via said first carrousel object when it becomes available 
and without having to listen to said first channel", as recited in the claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Specifically, Wang and Kim discloses accessing a carousel, storing the data and 
sending a notification if the data is available. However, Wang and Kim fail to teach 
instantiating a class object (as recited/used in the claims) to provide such functionality. 

For example, Wang teaches "determining whether said first selected data portion 
is available in a storage used to store periodically transmitted data" and "providing 
access to said first selected data portion stored in said storage", but not in response to 
said instantiating of said carrousel object or via said first carrousel object, respectively. 
In regards to the notification, Kim's updating method and display further fails to teach, 
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"sending, to said requestor, a notification which indicates said first selected data can be 
accessed via said first carrousel object ".
